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$3,000,000 CASH SURPLUS 
PROBLEM FOR CONNECTICUT 


No Bonds Available for Retire- 
ment, and Banks Don’t Want 
So Large a Deposit. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Sept. 23 
(AP).—The State of Connecticut 
had $3,117,511.88 on hand today and 
no way to spend it. 

The money is a surplus which 
under a new law, may be used 
only to retire State bonds. Pending 
such retirement it may be depos- 
ited in mutual savings banks. 

“We don’t know what to do with 
it,” Finance Commissioner Lewis 
W. Phelps said. “There are no 
Connecticut bonds on the market 
for purchase, because they are 
first-rank investments which bond- 
holders don’t like to give up. We 
are also stumped by the fact that 
the banks don’t want large depos- 
its. So it is possible the money 
may rest indefinitely in the Treas- 
urer’s safe.”

Blue-eyed,“blond George McLean 
Jr, 11 years old, was back at 
school in Wellston today, happy in 
the thought that pretty Peggy Ran- 


dall, 8. years old, of Memphis,: 


would trust him hereafter. 

When Peggy left St. Louis, 
where she had spent the summer 
with relatives, a month ago, 
George, who had been her con- 
stant vacation companion, prom- 
ised faithfully that he would visit 
her home in Memphis “as soon 


as possible.” He had to run away 
from home, outwit several detec- 
tives at Union Station, take a 320- 
mile train ride by himself, and 
then puzzle his way about on Mem- 
phis street cars to do it, but he 
kept his word. 

George’s opportunity came Sat- 
urday, when his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. George McLean, left him 
alone for a While in their home 
at 6510 Curtis avenue, Wellston.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP). 
—Price Administrator Leon Hen- 
derson told Congress today that 
voluntary agreements to prevent 
wage increases were “the next 
step” in the administration’s effort 
to avert inflation. 

Testifying before ‘the House 
Banking Committee on the admin- 
istration’s price control bill, Hen- 
derson said such egreements with 
labor were not only feasible but 
“highly likely.” 

“That’s what Hillman has been 
working for,” he added, referring 
to Sidney Hillman, OPM director. 

Henderson told the committee 
i that, despite the broad powers 
held by the British Government to 
regulate both wages and . prices, 
there was “much more reliance 
placed on voluntary understand- 
ings there than on the law.” 

Baruch for Ceiling. 

Discussion of whether wage con- 
trols should be included in a price 
regulation bill was stimulated in 
the committee when Bernard M. 
Baruch, World War head of the 
War Industries Board, advocated 
a universal ceiling over all ele- 
ments of the price structure.

LONDON, Sept. 23 (AP).—Suc- 
cessful. Russian counterattacks 
around Glukhov, 140 miles south- 
east of Gomel, were reported here 
today, with authoritative British 
military sources inclining toward a 
more optimistic view of the Soviet 
situation in several areas of Ger- 
man penetration. 

Reuters, quoting the Soviet 
news agency, reported the Ger- 
mans had been driven back seven 
miles after a Russian. bayonet 
charge in one sector of the Lenin- 
grad front. 

The Glukhov counterblows were 
described here as separate from 
Marshal Timoshenko’s attacks in 
the Smolensk sector, which is 230 
miles northwest. 

A@alkhov is in. the northeastern 
edge’ of. the Ukraine, is about 175 
miles northeast of Kiev and 140 
miles northwest of Poltava, which 
the Germans claim to have reached 
in their drive on Kharkov and the 
Donets basin. Thus the Soviet 
counterattacks might be aimed at 
relieving pressure on the Russian 
Ukraine army fighting to hold the 
rich Donets industrial area. 

British military men said ‘the 
Russians apparently were in a posi-

BAYONET CHARGES 


MOSCOW, Sept. 23 (AP) .—In vio- 
lent fighting around Lake Ilmen, 
south of Leningrad, Russian troops 
have brought the German on- 
slaught to a standstill and driven 
forward in successful . counterat- 
tacks, Red Star, army newspaper, 
asserted today. 

Ararticle by Lieut. Gen. Vatitin 
said the drive had cost the Ger- 
mans up to 50,000 killed, wounded 
and captured, and denied German 
reports that three Soviet armies 
had been routed in the sector 150 
miles south of Russia’s besieged 
second city. 

Dispatches reported a fierce Rus- 
sian counterattack and bayonet 
charges hurled back two German 
regiments on the central front and 
drove Finnish troops from strong 
fortifications in the lake country 
to the north, 

Fighting raged unceasingly 
around beleaguered Leningrad and 
Odessa. 

Red Star said two regiments of 
the 102d German Infantry Divi- 
sion were defeated in the Soviet 
counterattack in the center, aimed 
at the recapture of a district 
designated only as “N.” The Nazis 
retreated when the Russians fol- 
lowed up intense artillery fire with 
bayonet charges, Red Star report-

No Americans Aboard the 
Pink Star—State Depart- 
ment Does Not Disclose 
Fate of 34 in Crew, or 
Details of Sinking.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP). 
The announcement of the sinking 
of another, American-owned mer- 
chantman in waters off Iceland 
edused Washington to wonder to⸗ 
day whether this meant an open 
challenge to President Roosevelt's 
strike-first. order, which barred the 
defense waters of the United States 
to all Axis raiders. 


‘The latest victim was the freight- 
er Pink Star, owned by the U. 8S, 
Maritime Commission, but operat- 
ing under Panamanian r - 
The sinking took on significance, 


| for it was the first such incident 


reported since the President pro- 
claimed his policy Sept. 11. 

The State Department disclosed 
last-night that the Pink Star went 
down last Friday south of Iceland 
in the same waters that witnessed 
the loss of two other American- 
owned vesselg and the unsuccess- 
ful submarine attack on the U. 5. . 
destroyer Greer. 


No Word.on Crew’s Fate. 


The annoumeé@itient of the Pink 
Star’s sinking was silent on several 
details—a fact which caused some 
speculation. Nothing was said 
about the fate of the 34 men in its 
crew, and there was no hint as te 
how it met its end—by.a mine, tor+ 
pedo, aerial bomb or the guns of 4 
surface raider. No amount of ine 
quiry ‘could elicit official informa- 
tion on these points. 

The location of the ship’s sink- 
ing, however, was definitely placed 
some 255 miles south of Iceland.in 
the sea lane which Roosevelt spe- 
cifically has ordered — navy to 
keep clear. 

The first ship sunk ta those wae 
ters was the Sessa, which was tor- 
pedoed and shelled Aug. 17, about 
300 miles southwest of Iceland. On 
Sept. 11 the freighter Montana was 
torpedoed in the same area. The 
Sessa and the Montana were 
American-owned but of Panama- 
nian’ registry. 

Former Danish Ships. 

Like the Sessa and Montana, the 
Pink Star was a former Danish 
vessel.

New York Congressman 
Says House Will Turn 
Down His _ Resolution 
More Than Two to One. 


NORRIS BARS CHANGE 
IN NEUTRALITY ACT 


Asserts Repeal Means Con- 
flict and Doubts Con- 
gress Will Approve Start 
of Shooting. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
Senator Norris (Ind.), Nebraska, 
said today that repeal of the Neu- 
trality Act “would mean war” and 
he voiced doubt that Congress 
would approve a declaration of war 
at the present time. 

. On the question of a declaration 
of war, Representative Fish 


(Rep.), New York, was ready with 
the prediction that the House 
Would vote it down “more than 
two to one.” He announced he in- 
tended to seek a showdown next 
week with a resolution calling for 
immediate war with Germany. 

Norris, although not comment- 
ing specifically on the latest sink- 
ing, made it clear that he indorsed 
the policy the administration has 
pursued regarding freedom of the 
seas. The United States, he re- 
marked, could not recognize any 
German attempt “to map off the 
oceans and tell us where we can 
and cannot go.” 


For Ald to Britain and Russia. 


The veteran Senator, only sur- 
viving member who cast a Senate 
vote against this country’s - en- 
trance into the last war, consist- 
éntly has supported the adminis- 
tration in foreign affairs. He em- 
phasized to reporters today that 
he thought all possible aid should 
be given to Great Britain and Rus- 
sia. He said, too, that a request 
for repeal of the Neutrality Law 
“would be a logical outgrowth” of 
the administration’s international 
policies. 

Nevertheless, he contended that 
“changing the Neutrality Act to 
send our ships to belligerent ports 
would mean war. And if we de- 
cided to arm merchant ships, that 
might given Hitler a right to sink 
them under international law. Of 
course, there is a question of 
whether he would not try to sink 
them without notice anyway. It 
is possible, too, that he might back 
down, but I don’t see how he could 
after going as far as he has.” 

Norris said he was giving care- 
ful study to the whole question 
of neutrality repeal or revision and 
added that the President also 
should study the question’ thor- 
oughly before asking that the law 
be .modified or discarded entirely. 

He asserted, futhermore, that he 
did not believe the administration 
should seek now to precipitate a 
war against Germany. “If war is 
to come,” he said, “let it come from 
Hitler. I don’t believe he wants 
war with us, because, if he did, we 
have given him plenty of provo- 
cation already.” 


Comment by Fish. 


Fish, announcing last night that 
he would introduce a resolution 
calling for an immediate declara- 
tion of war on the Reich, said he 
thought “it’s high time for Con- 
gress to act and there qan be no 
unity in this country until such 
a vote is taken. 

“The American people are op- 
posed to an undeclared war. Con- 
gress has the responsibility and 
the issue should be settled.” 

*In contrast with Norris’ views 
on the Neutrality Act, Senator 
Adams (Dem.), Colorado, was all 
for repeal of those sections of the 
law which restrict American ship- 
ping. Repeal would end the bars 
against operating American mer- 
chantmen in combat zones, against 
the travel of Americans on ships of 
belligerent registry, and against the 
arming of American vessels. 

. Adams, however, was sharply 
critical of the President’s new 
lease-lend fund request on which 
a House appropriations subcom- 
mittee began work today with the 
first of a series of cloged hear- 
ings.

BILLION U. S. AID IN FOOD 


Requirement in Next 5 Months, He Says, at 
Lease-Lend Hearing—Stettinius 
for Helping Russia. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).

reached Miami by chartered plane 
today on the first part of a six 
weeks’ tour of the United States 
and Canada, and were greeted by 
the cheers of several thousand 
workers. They were met at the 
airport by the leading officials, 
representatives.of the British Em- 
bassy and the United States State 
Department and left quickly for 
an overnight stay in a bayfront 
hotel. 

The Duke and Duchess paused 
at the airport just long enough 
for the Duke, in an’ impromptu 
radio broadcast, to express his 
gratitude for the “moral and mate- 
rial support which your country is 
giving to Britain.” 

“I want to observe world con- 
ditions during my trip over the 
United States and Canada before 
I say anything,” he added. 

The Windsors plan to entrain to-

morrow for Washington, where the 
Duke will discuss means of trans- 
porting tourists to Nassau, winter 
resort of the Bahama Islands. Tour- 
ist travel there boomed lats sea- 
son, Edward’s first as Governor. 

That will’ be aside from a social 
program that includes a White 
House luncheon and a reception at 
the British Embassy. 

The chief object of the trip, Ed- 
ward said in Nassau, is to attend 
to business affairs at his ranch 
near Calgary, Alberta.

Erroneous Impression Conveyed 
by Headline Over Story of 
Police Court Action. 


Part of a headline in yesterday's 
Post-Dispatch erroneously con- 
veyed the impression that Mrs. 
Carrie Bush, 2631 Lafayette ave- 
nue, is a Negro woman. This was 
wrong. Mrs. Bush is a white wom- 
an. In the body of the story there 
was no suggestion that Mrs. Bush 
is not white.

She paid 
her fine of $25. Coleman, who was 
fined $300, appealed.

The company pleaded guilty on

Ray B. Lucas, retiring State In- 
surance Superintendent, testified 
today in the hearing before Cir- 
cuit Judge William B. Flynn on 
bids of two St. Louis insuranc: 


companies for reinsurance of the 
insolvent Central States Co., that 
he considered the bid of the State 
National Life Insurance Co. “a 
robbery bid.” 

Lucas, who has recommended ac 
ceptance of the bid of the newly 
organized Mutual Savings Life In- 
supance Co., said he had investigat- 
ed the Mutual Savings Co. bid and 
that of another concern, which has 
since withdrawn, but that he did 
not hold any discussion with State 
National representatives, “because 
I had no intention of recommend- 
ing acceptance of their bid.” 

Lucas said that, in his judgment, 
Allen May, president of the Mu- 
tual Savings Co., was capable of 
taking charge of the business, and 
he said there was no understand- 
ing, as has been suggested, that 
May would retire from the presi- 
dency later in favor of Alfred 
Fairbank, president of the Cen- 
tral States Life Insurance Co. 

The witness read from a letter 
written to him by Fairbank last 
Friday, in which Fairbank said 
he had no intention of prolong- 
ing his connection with the Mutual 
Savings Co., of which he is now 

¢ director. Fairbank wrote that 
because of “an attractive offer 
in. a different field,” he had asked 
May to take the presidency of the 
company, and added that Lucas 
might “assure the court that I 
will accept no connection” with 
the new company. 

Indorses Statement. 

Fairbank said, in the letter to 
Lucas, that he took the presi- 
dency of Central States in Febru- 
ary, 1938, for the benefit of the 
policyhojders, and that  invest- 
ments of the Centra! States Co. 
which have incurred criticism had 
been: made long before he took 
charge. Lucas indorsed the lat- 
ter statement, saying the invest- 
ments in question had been made 
before 1933. 

Lucas indorsed Gordon Hender- 
son, who was secretary of Central 


States, and who is associated with 
May in management of the Mu- 
tual Savings Co. Regarding his at- 
titude toward the State National 
bid, he said: 

“I had plenty of reason for mak- 
ing my selection, There was no 
reason to call in the State Na- 
tional representatives to discuss 
their proposal.

Schenck Testifies It Has 


$3,500,000 in English 
Chain, Investments in 
Australia, Canada. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP). 
—President Nicholas Schenck of 
Loew’s, Inc., testified today that 
his company had a $3,500,000 in- 
vestment in the Gaumont-British 
chain of theaters and owned inter- 
ests in seven Australian and three 
Canadian theaters, 


The testimony was before a Sen- 
ate subcommittee investigating al- 
leged war propaganda in the 
movies. The committee previously 
heard charges that the motion pic- 
ture industry had a vital stake 
in a British victory in the war. 

Schenck told a questioner, Sen- 
ator Tobey (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, that he could not remember 
the names of any subsidiaries of 
Loew's except Metro-Goldwyn— 
Mayer and Tobey declared, amid 
applause and some hissing: 

‘If you are exhibit A of the 
average corporation director in 
this country, God save the stock- 
holders.” 

Schenck testified after Senator 
Downey (Dem.), California, had 
told the committee that the mo- 
tion picture industry ought to be 
accorded the same freedom of ex- 
pression as other agencies. Chair- 
man D. Worth Clark (Dem.), 
Idaho, then took occasion to tell 
Downey that no member of the 
subcommittee favored censorship. 

Nothing in My Life: 

Loew's is interested in 129 the- 
aters in the United States, Schenck 
said, adding that it jointly oper- 
ated 14 others with other movie 
companies and individuals, 

Tobey broke in to say that 
Schenck’s memory seemed to be 
far clearer in what Tobey regar4- 
ed as “less important” matters 
than it was on the subsidiary com- 
panies. 

Schenck said he had been ac- 
tively engaged in supervising the 
construction of many of the thea- 
ters, but the financial arrange- 
ments with the subsidiaries of 
Loew's were “nothing in my life” 

Senator McFarland (Dem.), Ari- 
zona, read to the committee a 
telegram from Harry Brand, west 
coast advertising representative of 
Twentieth Century Fox, denying 
testimony by Jimmy Fidler that 
the studio had attempted to in- 
fluence his opinions as a move 
reviewer after the- firm had paid 
him $3000 for making an advertis- 
ing “trailer.” 

Brand said in his telegram that 
Fidler had made “a deliberate at- 
tempt to distort the facts.” 

Brand charged that Fidler had 
attempted to get Brand to have 
Twentieth Century-Fox stars to 
purchase gowns from a shop in 
which Mrs. Fidler had a financial 
interest. 

Alice Faye purchased a dress for 
several hundred dollars, Brand 
said, adding that “the first time 
she wore it, it fell apart.” 

Statement by Downey. 

Downey, in his long statement, 
flatly disputed that movies were 
being used to spread ,war propa- 
ganda. 

“The potent propaganda {s not 
movies about Hitler,” he asserted, 
“it is Hitler himself. What script 
could arose our animosity toward 
his philosophy as surely as the 
simple chart of the Nazi conquest 

. The facts themselves make 
propaganda pale.” 

Citing the constitutional guaran- 
tee of freedom of expression, he 
asserted: 

“I believe that this same demo- 
cratic guarantee covers such forms 
of expression ag the moving pic- 
tures. I believe that the produc- 
ers of these pictures share the 
same privilege with editors, soap 
box orators, radio commentators, 
clergymen, yes, even senators—the 
privilege of airing their own views 
in their own way on problems of 
public concern.”

Nazis’ Losses 
Double Reds’, 
General Says|| 


Soviet Commander 
Asserts Foe Lost 
5 Times as Much 
Material.

AJ, GEN. VASSILY SOKO- 

LOVSKY declared today the 

Nazi drive had bogged down 
into mud and trench warfare more 
destructive than the World War 
Verdun, 

Gen. Sokolovsky, a’ representative 
of the Soviet command on the 
Russian Western front, told for- 
eign correspondents German ioss- 
es in the tremendous fight in the 
central sector had been twice as 
heavy as the Russians’ in men 
and five times at heavy in mate- 
rial, planes and artillery. 

Russian armies, he said, had 
shoved the Germans back six to 
30 miles in the direction of Yart- 
sevo, northeast of Smolensk, on a 
60-mile front. 

“Blitzkrieg has failed,” he as- 
serted, “in the sense that there 


now has developed something like 
a continuous grinding of men and 
material closely resembling Ver- 
dun, but ten or a hundred times 
greater because the means of de- 
struction in the hands of the Rus- 


sians are so much greater.” 
Nazis Digging In. 

He said the Germans were dig- 
ging in along hundreds of miles 
of front and added: 

“What lies ahead of them is 


trench warfare, mud, Russian 
roads and winter.” 


Eighteen German divisions are 
estimated to have lost 50 to 70 per 
cent of their men and equipment 
in Soviet counterattacks around 
Yelnye, Yartsevo and on the flanks 
above and below Smolensk. In 
manpower, this means the loss of 
perhaps 135,000 to 189,000 men. 

Marshal Semyon Timoshenko’s 
forces have stabilized some parts 
of the central sector, and are con- 
tinuing grinding attacks at other 
points, 

During a week’s stay at the 
front, part of it behind thundering 
artillery guns, I followed the pro- 
gress of the campaign. In the 
Yartsevo sector I saw fields torn 
by tank treads and pitted by shell 
craters and littered ruins of 
thatched cottages and blasted vil- 
lages through which the Russians 
drove the Germans back. 


One Division’s Record. 


A Soviet division . operating in 
that sector showed this record: 

July 19-20: Advanced three miles 
on a two and one-half mile front, 
inflicting 1500 casualties on the 
Germans. 

July 24-Aug. 1: Advanced two 
miles on a four and one-half mile 
front from Markovofrol, killing 
1500. 

Later advanced eight miles on 
five-mile front from Zourazhie, 
killing 3000. 


This particular division special- 
ized in night attacks. 

In a series of three assaults, a 
Colonel said, the Germans were 
driven back nine miles, leaving 
quantities of equipment and many 
prisoners. 

“Some Germans went mad under | 
our artillery fire, so prisoners told 
us,” the Colonel related. “The 
Germans are frightened by our 
patrols and night action. ‘They do 
a lot of shooting just to make 
noise, fire tens of thousands of 
rockets and turn the night into 
day to see where they are.” 

From his forest headquarters I 
heard his‘ big gune pounding away

ENGLAND'S CUE 
FOR A DIVERSION 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
Of the Associated Press. 
D EVELOPMENTS of the last 


few days certainly must have 

forced British Premier 
Churchill and his advisers to give 
serious consideration to the idea 
of a modified invasion of the con- 
tinent in the shape of big and 
thoroughly organized raids. 

The Government has refused to 
be stampeded by pressure of the 
English press into a» premature 
full-dress invasion, because. of the 
terrible risk ef an Allied catas- 
trophe, and military experts gen- 


erally have agreed that this rep-' 


resented the course of --wisdom., 
However, the gravity of ‘the Rus-" 
sion position in the Ukraine calls 
for a major distraction to relieve 
the Nazi pressure against the Mus- 
covites. 3 

This is especially true since fur- 
ther heavy reverses, strengthening 
the pvussibility that Hitler may 
break into the Caucasus, might 
easily draw Japan and Bulgaria 
into’ the war against the Soviet. 
Even Turkey might feel com- 
pelled to grant Hitler military con- 
cessions which would multiply Al- 
lied difficulties. 

The danger of an attempt at a 
general invasion of Western Eu- 
rope lies in the fact that Britain 
would have to employ every war- 
ship it could lay its hands on. This 
massing of seapower-would present 
Hitler’s Luftwaffe a never-to-be-for- 
gotten target, and there is small 
doubt tnat he would fill. the sky 
with warplanes from the eastern 
theater. A great naval disaster 
might mean the end of the war for 
Britain. : 

Heavy raids, however, could be 
made without such . risk—and 
there’s no telling where they might 
lead. It’s always possible that 
beach heads. might be established 


on the French coast in sufficient | 


strength to permit of more exten- 
sive operations. In any event, the 
Germans . presumably would be 
compelled. to . divert warplanes, 
tanks and perhaps troops from the 
Eastern theater in order to insure 
that the Allies didn’t develop the 
raids into a major operation. 

I am not suggesting that. the 
Russians are on the point of col- 
lapse. There is, however, a very 
real danger that the Nazis may 
force their way into the Caucasus, 
thus jeopardizing the allied posi- 
tion in the Middle East and the 
whole Mediterranean zone. 

One would expect the allies 
would figure it profitable to make 
a great effort, even with’ much 
risk, to liquidate this threat. Pos- 
sibly they may find opportunity 
to create a diversion elsewhere, but

No qualms withheld him recently from 
assailing the Prime Minister in the most 
vituperative language. The fact that he 
is conspicuous as the only Communist 
in the House is to him a matter of 
pride, and his head is held aloft as bold- 
ly as if he were surrounded by believers 
instead of those who detest his faith. 

As an example of tolerance, this pro- 
fessed Communist shines across seas as 
a brilliant star in the crown of British 
democracy. Here is exemplified the ab- 
stract truth that tolerance bids us fight 
to preserve the right of men freely to 
express doctrines we may hate. 

The fountain of British democracy is 
still as pure as when it produced its 
first charter of human rights at Run- 
nymede more than 700 years ago.

Yesterday, for example, it was 
reported from Shanghai that Premier Prince Konoye 
had sent a second personal message to President 
Roosevelt, containing responses to the President's 
proposals of last month. But Secretary’ Hull, when 
asked at his press conference if another letter had 


had no information. 

The last few months have been full of unpub- 
licized notes and secluded conferences. Ambassador 
Nomura has had some long sessions with the Presi- 
dent, and has seen the Secretary of State frequently, 
but at Mr. ‘Hull’s apartment, not at the Department 
of State. Ambassador Grew, in Tokyo, copferred 
with the Japanese Foreign Minister 12 times in one 
recent week. A rumor even sprang up several weeks 
ago to the effect that Premier Konoye had invited 
Mr. Roosevelt to confer with him aboard a Japanese 
battleship in the Pacific. Mr. Hull says every few 
days that there is “nothing new” in the situation, 
and that the talks thus far have been “purely ex- 
ploratory.” 

There is undoubtedly something in the wind, and 
the signs of smoother relations between the two 
countries may indicate what is going on. There 
were a few days of tension when Tokyo objected 
violently to American shipments of war supplies to 
Russia via Vladivostok, but when Washington took 
a firm stand, the Japanese subsided. Tokyo seems 
very weary of the Axis military alliance, signed a 
year ago this week, and there have been no such 
threats to the United States recently as those in- 
spired by the signing of the pact. There is also a 


| growing weariness over the length and cost of the 


war in China. 

In fact, Konoye’s first message to Mr. Roosevelt 
was said by Domei, the Japanese news agency, to 
stress Japan’s desire to end this war. Obviously, 
terms that will “save face,” so important in the 
Orient, are a requirement, but there are indica- 
tions that even this obstacle may not be insuper- 
able. | 

It is reported that terms now being discussed call 
for Japan to get out of China, and for the United 
States and Britain to do the same; for American 
recognition of Japan’s puppet state, Manchoukuo; 
for American loans and trade concessions to Japan 
in North and South America; for tacit recognition 
of Japan’s dominant position in Indo-China, and for 
Japan’s withdrawal from the Axis. 

This would be a compromise, a considerable con- 
cession by both sides. If such terms are agreed 
upon, many Americans would criticise our Govern- 
ment for recognition of Manchoukuo and for trade 
concessions to Japan; at the same time, many Jap- 
anese would criticise their Government for abandon- 
ing the China war and leaving the Axis. 

Both countries have a big stake, however, In estab- 
lishing amicable relations, if that can be done. With 
its heavy commitments in the Atlantic, it would be 
a great strategic gain for the United States to elim- 
inate the danger of trouble in the Pacific. The 
Japanese, facing a powerful Russian army in Siberia, 
and feeling the heavy economic drain of the China 
war and the American-British entbargo, have a 
strong incentive for setting their diplomatic house in 
order. 

It is conceded by both sides that relations are at a 
critical stage. Possibly the issue of peace or war is 
being decided by these prolonged and secret negotia- 
tions. It would be well for Americans not to become 
so absorbed in the Battle of the Atlantic and the war 
in Russia that they forget the diplomatic battle be- 
ing waged across the Pacific. 
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AS JUSTICE HOLMES PUT IT. 

The article in the Mirror of Public Opinion today 
is a provocative analysis of Congress as a last citadel 
of democracy, written by Mark Sullivan, veteran 
Washington correspondent of the New York Herald 
Tribune. In this article, Mr. Sullivan says that popu- 
larly elected legislative bodies are not slain by dic- 
tators. They .die, he says, “by a kind of self- 
generated anemia” and in the end commit “slow 
suicide.” , 

As support for his view, Mr. Sullivan might have 
quoted one of the most thoughtful of all Americans, 
the late Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes,. With the 
perspective of a long life and a deep reading in the 
world’s history, the great jurist said: 


I have no belief in panaceas and almost none 
in sudden ruin. I believe with Montesquieu that 
if the chance of battle—I may add, the passage of 

Aa law—has ruined a state, there was a general 
cause at work that made the state ready to 
perish by a single battle or law. 
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FIGURES THAT TELL THE STORY. 

In reporting President Roosevelt’s signing of the 
record-breaking $3,553,400,000 tax bill last week end, 
the Associated Press dispatch added this comment: 
'“To increase Federal revenues further, another tax 
bill may be proposed later this fall or early next 
year.” :

/expenditures. Secretary Morgenthau last April 
urged a policy of paying two-thirds of Government 
expenses from current revenue’ and borrowing one- 
third, as a means of averting an excessively high 
national debt and preventing inflation. Even with 
the colossal new revenue measufe, taxes will raise 
only ‘a little more than half the amount of esti- 
mated Federal expenditures for the current fiscal 
year.

self, can, in®such a time, be fraught. with menace. 
Justice Holmes acknowledged that, too. ' 

However, it is yp to the Attorney General and the 
people of the United States to be constantly wary 
of using a crisis as an excuse for curtailing civil 
liberties. A too-ready Willingness to invoke this ex- 
cuse is, in itself, a sign of a lessened respect for 
freedom. ‘Where there is doubt as to a specific exer- 
cise of any of our constitutional guarantees, that 
word or act should be given the benefit of the doubt. 

The best way to perpetuate freedom is to exercise 
it; the syrest way to destroy it is to regard its 


exercise askance. : 


HOW FAST ON THE EXPRESS HIGHWAY? 

‘Mayor Becker has called on the Board of Aldermen 
to reduce the Express Highway speed limit from 45 
to 40 miles an hour, as a means of averting acci- 
dents: But is speed the primary cause of Express 
Highway accidents? And would a reduction of five 
miles an hour in legal driving speed reduce the 
number of accidents? 

“Probably not,” is the answer to both questions. 
Considering the huge volume of traffic handled, ac- 
cidents on the Express Highway doubtless are no 
more nutherous proportionately than on other streets. 
It is inconceivable that, without other precautions, 
the proposed reduction—difficult to enforce, at best— 
would curtail their number. 

The Express Highway was built, at a cost of 
$3,000,000, for rapid mass transportation. It has no 
intersections, no pedestrians, no parked cars, no 
stop sighs. Highway experts have testified that 
any reasonable speed is feasi¥le upon it with safety. 
Safe speed is limited, of course, by the fact that 
the highway has many curves and dips, but with or- 
dinary caution, there is no reason for assuming that 
a maximum of 45 miles an hour is excessive.

Not the legal speed itself, but recklessness, isthe 


primary cause of accidents on the Express Highway.

HENRY FORD, OBJECT LESSON IN UNITY.

Congress in the time it has been away 
has seen another thing. During some eight 
years Congress had granted powers to an 
agency of the executive branch of govern- 
ment called Triple-A. Farmers who had 
raised wheat in excess of what Triple-A had 
dictated as the “quota” of the farm were 
forbidden to sell the excess wheat, except 
upon payment of a penalty of 49 cents a 
bushel, about half the value of the wheat. 

Here was an extreme invasion of citizens’ 
rights, an extreme extension of the power 
of government over the citizen. This was 
done not by act of Congress but by an 
agency of the executive branch. 

Congress. was shocked. Congress under- 
took to undo what had been done, Congress 
passed a bill reducing the severity of the 
penalty. This measure Mr. Roosevelt vetoed. 

If now Congress is to get back some of 
the power it permitted to slip away, it can 
do so only by the two-thirds vote necessary 
to overcome a veto, 

From many experiences, Congress knows 
well two things. It knows that power once 
granted is likely to be expanded by those 
who exercise the grant. And ) 
knows that power once granted is hard 
to get back. 

Finally: If Congress continues to give 
away its powers, Congress will run the risk 
of presently ceasing to exist..

How does legislative government die? 
The public thinks, loosely, that extinétion 
of a legislative body is the act of a dictator, 
done by violence. The public thinks the 
dictator, the Hitler or Mussolini, calls some 
troops, struts into the parliamentary cham- 
bers and orders the members to disperse. 

But actually that is not the way. The 
legislative body is not slain by the dictator; 
its death takes place within itself as the 
end of a long, internal disease.

SHOR, EDGAR ALLEN GETS 
MEDAL FR RESEARC 


Honored by London’ College 
for Work Begun in St. Louis 
in 4923. 


~ Dr. Edgar Allen, professor of 
anatomy at+Yale University and 
former dean of the Missouri Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, has re- 
ceived the Baly medal of the Royal 
College of Physicians and Surgeons, 
London, in recognition of research 
in female sex hormones undertak- 
en first in St. Louis in 1923. Here, 
Dr. Allen collaborated with Dr. 
Edward A. Doisy of St. Louis Uni- 
versity, whose achievement in iso- 
lating Vitamin K this year won 
him the Willard Gibbs medal of 
the American Chemical Society. 

The importance of Dr. Allen’s 
research, Dr. Doisy said today, was 
that it established a method of 
detection and assay of female sex 
hormones and led to the wide- 
spread clinical use of these hor- 
mones in treatment of ovarian de- 
ficiencies. Dr. Allen’s researches, 
primarily biological, were supple- 
mented by Dr. Doisy’s attention to 
chemical aspects of their joint 
investigation. 

A native of Colorado, Dr. Allen 
was graduated from Brown Uni- 
versity, where he also earned a 
Ph. D. degree. After studies and 
teaching in the East and two years 
in the army, Dr. Allen came to 
Washington University here in 
1919. He went to Missouri Uni- 
versity in 1923 and became medical 
deam there in 1929. Under his ad- 
ministration the Missouri medical 
school restored its four-year course, 
discontinued in 1909.

The problem, renewing hostilities 
through the hilly swamp tountry 
of North and Central Louisiana, is 


scheduled to begin after midnight 


tomorrow, but the troops -were 
shifted beforehand, to the restrain- 
ing line for a quick jump into 
action. si : 


The realignment of strength sent 
the Second Armored Division of 
Fort Benning, Ga., to the Third 
Army and brought under the red 
colors of Gen. Lear two tank-killer 
battalions that had -worn the blue 
of Lieut. Gen. Walter Krueger. 

Details of the problem were not 
known even to the two army com- 
manders. They wi get their 
orders tonight. It is apparent, 
however, that the Second Army 
would be on the defensive and the 
Third Army the attacker, reversing 
the situation from that of the 
first problem. 

Outnumbered five to two last 
week, the shifts will make the 
odds even heavier against Gen. 
Lear’s army. 


WITH SECOND ARMY, Sept. 23, 


The new battle line stretches 
from Monroe in North-Central 
Louisiana, 100 miles southwest- 
ward through Leesville in Central 
Louisiana and into Texas 
Jasper. Shreveport, La., will be 
the main city in the second army’s 
territory and Alexandria, La., the 
principal city in the blue area. 

Most of the soldiers were rest- 
ed after four days away from the 
battlefield. A few of the units 
changed positions over the week 
end, but the soldiers had most of 
the time free for recreation. The 
maneuvers are scheduled to end 
by next week end when the sol- 
diers will return to their home 
posts.

It is r difficult problem, but not 
without its precedent, for centuries 
in the law of the sea there has 
been a principle called the “rule 
of general average.”

Still it is complicat- 
ed and not to be compressed into 
a single principle. 


Equal Sharing of Losses. 


But generally speaking it is 
something like this. When a ship 
is in distress and some of her car- 
go has to be jettisoned (thrown 
overboard) to save the rest, or 
when there is a fire and the sea 
has to be let in on some of the 
cargo to keep all from being de- 
stroyed, or when the ship itself has 
to be run ashore to prevent loss 
of the whole cargo and in several 
similar circumstances, the loss to 
the owners of the destroyed freight 
is not permitted to fall solely upon 
the owners. An attempt is made 
to average the loss over all the 
owners of all the cargo saved by 
this sacrifice of the owners of the 
destroyed cargo. 

It seems to me that the princi- 
ple and its application are very 
similar to the misfortune we are 
about to meet and that thought 
should be immediately given’ to 
this or some other application 
of the ancient rule of justice to 
the brand-new circumstances in 
which we are bound to find our- 
selves. 

There is a dangerous, if slowly 
rising, resentment growing up in 
this country already over the airy, 
unplanned and arbitrary applica- 
tion of harsh sacrificial laws by 
men untrained in their application 
and apparently heedless of their 
destructive effects. Can’t this ad- 
ministration ever learn to act in 
time to avert or cushion unneces- 
gary and unfair war burdens?

Described as “not 
fundamentally a peace organiza- 
tion,” it puts forth these princi- 
ples: Keep America out of for- 
eign wars; preserve and extend 
democracy at home; keep Ameri- 
can naval convoys and merchant 
ships on this side of the Atlantic: 
build a defense for our own 
shores; give humanitarian aid to 
people in occupied countries. 

Keep America out of War Con- 
gress (and Youth Committee 
Against War)—organized at a 
meeting of peace groups in Wash- 
ington on Memorial day week end 
of 1938. Considers America First 

conservative in respect -to reforms. 
within the United States. Program: 
Keep America out of further in- 
volvement in war; evolve out: of 


long standing. Memberships em- 
braee Protestants, Catholics and 
Jews. Advocate non-violent re- 
sisannce and non-co-operation with 
abgressors everywhere. Give aid 
to conscientious objectors to mili- 
tary service. 

Although members are not com- 
mitted to a program, they agree, in 


{ general, on: 


Equal opportunity for all in the 
United States, including Orientals 
and other minorities; a federal 
world government similar to “the 
United States; renouncing the idea 
of war guilt; repudiating every 
form of racism in regard to Jews, 
Negroes and Orientals; equitable 
access to markets and raw materi- 
als for all peoples; opportunity for 
all subject nations (such as Den- 
mark, Puerto Rico and India) to 
determine their own destiny; dras- 
tic arms reduction all over the 
world; United States financing of 
sound economic rehabilitation of 
Europe and Asia. 

There are many other groups in 
the field to argue their own view 
of their issues. But these organi- 
zations represent the main points 
of view.

If the compo- 
sition time is taken up by admoni- 
tions to write clearly; close the o’s 
and open the e’s; sit up and hold 
your pen properly; don’t press on 
the pen; slide your fingers, ete,, 
what kind of composition will you 
get? 

One must be content with what 
writing one gets and hope for the 
best. The written lesson cannot be 
interrupted to get technique in 
writing. That must be left to that 
lesson itself. 


WHAT aBout ine the carry-over? 
The impression and practice of 
formal writing period must be 
strong enough to carry over to 
some degree, and one must not ex- 
pect perfection at any time. Clarity 
and legibility will be enough if we 
get them. 

If I were a writing teacher I 
would make a: point of teaching 
the children to write their names. 
That would tie their interest to 
the penmanship exercise the first 


thing. I would keep on teachin 
‘them to write their names unti 


their signatures were works of art, 
almost. The form they get in that 
lesson, day after day, term after 
term, would put character into 
their writing, and beauty and in- 
terest, 

I would teach little children to 
print their names. As they grow 
in power I would teach them to 
print lines of words, phrases, sen- 
tences and finally short paragraphs 
of interesting material, always 
beautiful in thought as possible.

Some of them thought they de- 
tected the wall by pressure sensa- 
tions in the skin of the face and 
hands, These were eliminated by 
a veil of heavy felt to cover the 
face without coming into contact 
with it. Wearing this, the groups 
perceived the wall as accurately 
as before. 

Then hearing was tested by 
plugging up the ears, leaving the 
face uncovered with the exception 


of the blindfolds. This destroyed - 


their sixth sense entirely. In 400 


and ac- 


trials both blind and those with 
normal vision ran into the wall 
every time when the ears were 
stopped, 

So the blind’s sixth sense turns 
out to be hearing. “The subjects 
were able to avoid the wall when 
their hearing was intact,” says 
Dr. Dallenbach, “but unable to 
avoid it when the hearing was im- 
paired.”

This, however, 
was due to a combination of beau- 
tiful play on declarer’s part and a 
distribution of honors in the de- 
fenders’ hands that made a per- 
fect defense very difficult.

Finding a satisfactory opening 
lead was West’s first difficulty. He 
finally settled on the club ace. 
East hoped that this lead repre- 
sented an original holding of ace 
and one club, and fearing any shift 
of leads, gave a “come-on” 
Declarer ruffed the club king and 
laid down the ace and jack of 
trumps. West won, and cashed his 
other trump trick; théh, afraid to 
lead from the spade queen or dia- 
mond king, exited « ith a third club. 
Dummy won and declarer discard- 


ed a spade, not a diamond (as I 


fear many players would do). He 
then discarded another spade on 
the last club, after which he led 
to his spade king and returned to 
dummy’s spade ace. Now he was 
able ot ruff a spade and, since the 
suit originally had broken 3-2, 
dummy’s five spot was estab- 
lished as a sure trick upon which 
to discard a losing diamond. 
North probably congratulated 
himself for his share in reaching 
the game contract, but I doubt 
that he will grow rich on the sort 
of bidding he used in this hand.
